Examiner's Amendment

2. Claims 53 and 58-61 have been canceled. 

Claims 1, 3-6, 8-23, 31-52 and 54-57 are currently pending in the application. 
Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1, 3-6, 8-23, 31-52 and 54-57 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach 
or reasonably suggests a multilayer wiring board comprising a plurality of insulating layers, a 
plurality of conductive layers, a conductive non-through hole for electrically cormecting the 
plurality of conductive layers to each other, and a capacitor produced by forming electrodes on 
u pper and lower surfaces of at least one insulating layer containing a high-dielectric material 
wherein the capacitor is in an arbitrary layer except for a core layer and a layer structure is 
symmetrical, a warpage is 4.0X1 0'^nmi"' or less in curvature at a room temperature, and a 
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hardened material of the high-dielectric material has a specific inductive capacity ranging from 
20 to 100 at 25^C, IMHz and a thickness ranging from 0.1 to 30 ^m. 

With respect to claim 4, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach 
or reasonably suggests a multilayer wiring board comprising a plurality of insulating layers, a 
plurality of conductive layers, a conductive non-through hole for electrically connecting the 
plurality of conductive layers to each other, and a capacitor produced by forming electrodes on 
u pper and lower surfaces of at least one insulating layer containing a high-dielectric material, 
wherein an insulating material different from the high-dielectric material is filled in a recessed 
portion between conductive patterns including the electrodes, and the surfaces of the conductive 
patterns and the surface of the filled insulating material are planarized . 

With respect to claim 6, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach 
or reasonably suggests a multilayer wiring board comprising a plurality of insulating layers, a 
plurality of conductive layers, a conductive hole for electrically connecting the plurality of 
conductive layers to each other, and a capacitor comprising at least one of the insulating layers 
containing a high-dielectric material having a specific inductive capacity ranging from 20 to 100 
at 25''C. IMHz and produced by forming electrodes on u pper and lower surfaces of the 
insulating layer, wherein at least one side of the counter electrodes has a thickness ranging from 
1 to 18 fim and is arranged inside an outer periphery of the electrode opposing the electrode 
having the thickness ,
